CAUCASUS PEOPLE TURBULENT. 


Condition Approaching Anarchy Has 
Long Existed There. 


A condition approaching anarchy has 
existed in the Caucasus for a considerable 
time. The population there is regarded 
as the most turbulent in Russia, and the 
racial and other animosities were in- 
creased by the action of the iate M. de 
Plehve, the Minister of the Interior, in 
seizing the property of the Armenian 
Church. 

The General Lieutenancy of the Cau- 
casus occupies the large isthmus between 
the Black Sea and the Caspian. It in- 
cludes Transcaucasia, consisting of the 
Armenian plateay (Kars, Erivan. part of 
Elizabethpol, and Baku) and the high- 


lands of Asia Minor annexed from Turkey. | 


The chief towns of the Caucasus are 
Tiflis, Baku, and Elizabethpol, while the 
principal place in Transcaucasia is Batum. 


The population consists of Russians, Ar- | 


menians, Georgians, Mingrelians, Imeretes, 
Tartars Turks, Jews, and people of var- 
ious other nationalities. 

It was recently reported that ex-Viceroy 
Alexieff would be got out of the way by 
reviving the Viceroyalty of the Caucasus 
for his benefit.

Accident on the Elevated Delayed 
Travel at the Rush Hour. 
Beginning with a block last evening on | 
the Second Avenue elevated railroad, 
caused by a car derailed at One Hundred | 
and Twenty-ninth Street, traffic from the | 
Brooklyn Brige to the Bronx was held up, | 


and such congestion caused as to require 
a call for police reserves to prevent a 
panic and relieve the worst crush of the 
Winter at the bridge. 

The blocking of the elevated structure 
lasted far more than an hour, and caused 
great inconvenience. to residents of the 
Bronx, but the worst part of the tangle in 
transportation was downtown, at the 
bridge and in the side streets. There 
thousands of men and women pushed and 
shoved first one way and then the other.

Penalty for Co-education of Whites 
and Negroes—Will Appeal Case. 


RICHMOND, Ky., Feb. 21.—Berea Col- 
lege was to-day fined $1,000 in the State | 
Circuit Court for violation of the law 
passed by the General Assembly at its; 
|last session prohibiting the co-education | 
‘of the white and colored races. The law 
was aimed directly at Berea College, 
which has for fifty years conducted a 
; School for the education of all youth of 
| good character. 
| When the law was passed the college 
‘authorities at once declared their inten- 
|tion to abide by its provisions pending a 
| decision as to its constitutionality. In 
|order to raise the question a technical 
| violation of the act was committed: on 
which the college as a corporation was 
indicted. 

The college demurred to the indictmens, 
and the question of constitutionality was 
|thus raised. Briefs were filed by both 
| sides, and to-day Judge Benton overruled 
| the demurrer and held the law constitu- 
| tional. The case will go at once to the 
| Court of Appeals of Kentucky, and should 
that court uphold the decision rendered

LEFT THE STREET FIGHT. 

Without waiting for the finish of the 


battle he walked on and continued his 
talk. 

“TI told the committee,” he said, “ that, 
in the first place, the one all-important 
thing was to have the right man at the 
head of the department. I did not say 
anything about the man who is there now, 
but merely emphasized the overwhelming 
importance of having the right man. 

‘At the beginning of the administration 
of Mayor Strong I went to him and told 
him that I could récéfmmend a man who 
would be the right man for Superintend- 
ent of Police, as the office was known at 
that time. The man I had in mind was an 
army man. He was thoroughly competent 
and he was willing to accept the position. 

‘But he was not a resident of this city 
and Mayor Strong, who had been bitterly 
Waring, a 


sioner, said he could not undertake the 
responsibility for any further appoint- 
ments of that sort. And how did the ap- 
pointment of Col. Waring turn out? He 
was the very best official appointed by 
Mayor Strong, and his record was the best 
feature of that administration.” 

Dr. Parkhurst cited the recent appoint- 
ment of Sir C. Purdon Clarke of Great 
Britain to be the Managing Director of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art as an ex- 
ample broad-mindedness. 


GO ABROAD, IF NECESSARY. 


“So I told the committee,” 
Dr. Parkhurst, 
get the right man even if you had to x0 
to Washington or to Newport, where Col. 
Waring came from. Yes, I would be will- 
ing to get him from anywhere in the 
world, even from Scotland Yard, if neces- 
sary.”’ 

Dr. Parkhurst said that he had been 
represented as condemning the present 
personnel of the Police Department, but 
that as a matter fact he knew there were 
many good and honest men on the force, 
who would do efficient work if they only 
were permitted to. ; 

“Yet,” he said, ‘‘I have examined for 
thirteen years, except when I have been 
abroad, the weekly reports of our detec- 
tives, and I know that during those years 
there never was a time when the police 
force was so utterly, so absolutely, so un- 
speakably demoralized as it is to-day.” 

One of the most important suggestions 
made by Dr. Parkhurst was that the rec- 
ord of oy man on the police force to- 
day should be gone over with a fine too* 
comb and that every man not found wror- 
thy should be dismissed, He thought this 
work could best be done by a commission 
spectear Sppcinted by the Legislature, 

th whose findings the courts shoulda 
have no power to interfere. 

“I think the Commissioner should have 
full power in the matter of promotion,” 
he said. ‘I told the committee that it 
would be a good ching to get the force as 
far from local politics as possible, and 
that I would like to see a Commissioner 
appointed by the Governor or the Legis- 
lature. Such a Commissioner should serve 
for life and be removable only for mal- 
feasance in office." 

“Did not these suggestions strike the 
committee as rather radical?’’ somebody 
asked Dr. Parkhurst. 

“IT do not wish to assume the right to 
speak for individual members of the Com- 
mittee of Nine,’’ was his reply. “It was 
suggested, that leading politicians, 
publicans as well as Democrats, would ex- 
ert themselves to the utmost to protect 
their friends and supporters from she 
danger of possible removal. ; 

Ro these suggestions I told the com- 
mittee that half-way measures would do 
no good. The only way we can get out of 
the hole we are in now is to eliminate pol- 
itics entirely from the force. Unless that 
was done, I told the committee we would 
simply sink deeper. We cannot sink much 
deeper, thank God. I advised “them to 
place the department. on a military or 
semi-military basis. The situation is ex- 
ceptional enough to demand such a meas- 
ure.”’

CLEVELAND, Feb. 21.—The Federal 
Grand Jury this afternoon brought in sev- 
eral indictments against Mrs. Caggie L.

Ohio bankers. 

A. B. Spear, Cashier of the wrecked 
Oberlin bank, was indicted for the mis- 
application of $80,000 of the funds of the 
bank on Aug. 24, 1003. Two drafts on the 
Importers and Traders’ National Bank of 
New York, one for $50,000 and the other | 
for $30,000, are mentioned in connection | 
with these charges, and another count 
charges Spear with making false entries 
in the books of the bank. 

Mrs. Chadwick, ‘‘allas 
was also indicted for aiding and abetting 
in all of the above offenses. She was fur- 
ther indicted for alleged conspiracy with 
Cc. L. Beckwith, President of the defunct 
Oberlin Bank, and A. B. Spear to commit 
offenses against the Federal law. 

An indictment was returned against L. 
P. Ohliger, President of the Wooster Na- 
tional Bank, who is charged with em- 
bezzlement, abstracting the bank's funds, 
willful misapplication of the bank’s funds 
and making false entries in the bank's 
books. 

J. R. Zimmerman, Managing Director of 
the same bank, was indicted for aiding 
and abetting In the same offenses. 

Ohlinger was also indicted separately on 
a charge of perjury in having made a 
false oath to the report on the bank’s 
condition, which was sent to the Con- 
troller of the Currency. 

C. M. Traver and O..C. Lillie, President 
and cashier, respectively, of the First 
National Bank of Conneaut, were jointly 
indicted on eighteen counts, accused of 
making false entries in the books, with 
misapplication of the bank’s funds, em- 
bezzlement, and conspiracy.

A CENTRE OF EDUCATION. 


Beneficent Activities That Emanate 
from the United Charities Building. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your correspondent, who believes in 
popular education as a panacea for “ deg- 
|radation and widespread criminality,” 
|and who gives point to the argument by 
| predicting that “when we are able 
seat all our school children,” &c., the 
United Charities Building will be “ turned 
|}into some sort of a university,”” has evi- 
| dently not realized that this is precisely 
| what the United Charities Building has 
already become. 

This building was the gift of a man who 
| knew what he wanted to accomplish, and 
for the ten years since it has been occupied 
| he has himself presided over the Board 
of Trustees. Into the building have been 
gathered more than twenty philanthropic 
agencies, all of which are to a greater or 
less extent educational in character, and 
in spite of the relief departments of sev- 
eral societies, these activities may be very 
accurately described as educational in the 
best sense, and as constituting a sort of 
broad and beneficent university. The four 
| societies which are the beneficiaries of 
| the gift, being relieved of the necessity 
| of paying rental, are enabled to devote 
| all of the funds collected in annual con- 
tributions directly to the purposes 
which they are given. 

One society in this building has initiat- 
ed and carried to fruition, through a dla- 
tinctly educational process, the tenement 
house reform movement, which resulted 
in the present law and the new municipal 
| department, and has been responsible tor 
the inauguration of an active and effi- 
cient movement for the prevention of 
tuberculosis. The same society publ: shes 
a weekly periodical which covers the 
whole field of social work, and has re- 
cently established a profession training 
school for social workers. 

Another society has led in the public 
| bath movement, and has just presented to 
the Board of Education a convincing doe- 
ument on the weakness of its present 
system of accounting and reports, outlin- 
ing a new and more rational, as well as 
more economical, system. This assocta- 
tion only a few years ago helped to bring 
about the organization of a business cor- 
poration to build model tenements, and 
it is demonstrating by an experiment. 
novel in this country, how to care for 
tuberculous crippled children in a seaside 
sanatorium.

For a number of years 
the Department of Factory Inspection 
was in the same condition of incompe- 
tence and willful neglect as that of New 
York at the present time, but after a long 
agitation the forces which are fighting 
for social welfare found an eager ally in 


Gov. Murphy, and under his administra- | 
tion the department was entirely reorgan- | 
ized, and a new code of laws passed, to | 


give it full force. 

So far as the requirements for “ proof 
of age,” ‘“‘ physical test,’’ and ‘“ respon- 
sibility of parent and employer”’ go, the 
New Jersey law is admirable. 
that there is no educational test in the 
act, but this is covered in the compulsory 
education provisions of .ae school laws. 
The new law went into effect last Sep- 
tember, and through the Attorney Gen- 
eral, the Commissioner of Labor has 
brought twenty test suits against employ- 
ers and parents, and actually won nine- 
teen of them! The Commissioner is co- 
operating with the private child caring 
and charitable agencies, the truant offi- 
cers, probation officers, labor organiza- 
tions, and all who are specially interest- 
ed in the children of the State, and so 
successfully is the law being enforced 
that night schools in factory towns are 
closing up for lack of pupils. 

The one conspicuous lack in the law is 
the omission to prohibit children of over 
fourteen, but under sixteen, from work- 
ing at night. This provision in the orig- 
inal bill was struck out before passage, 
and from motives of expediency the 
friends of the children have concluded to 
wait a year before urging the matter 
afresh. Otherwise we are satisfied with 
the present law and with its enforcement, 
and we resent being put in the same class 
as Delaware, which has no child labor or 


| compulsory education laws or system of 


regulation at all. I hope the time will 
soon come when the State of New York 
can justly bear comparison with New 
Jersey.

| the National Consumers’ League can do 


more harm when it finds its way into 
public print than all the efforts of the 
real enemies of the children.

The Baltic Fleet Problem. 


Le Yacht of Parls thus discusses the problem 


fleet—according to a paraphrase in The London 
Times: ‘‘ If Rozhdestvensky returns to Europe 
the Japanese fleet would render almost inap- 
proachable to food-bearing transports, not only 
Viadivostok, but also the mouths of the Amur 
and the ports of the Sea of Okhotsk, which 
will be free from ice in three months’ time. 
On the other hand, if Rozhdestvensky can 
maintain his fleet in the Pacific even at twelve 
days’ journey from Japan, he will compel the 


Japanese to concentrate their ships and to give | 
up the idea of barring the way of well-laden | 


neutral vessels to the northern Asiatic ports. 
Even if Rozhrestvensky crosses the Indian 
Ocean in order to enter the equatorial Pacific, 
it is hardly probable that the Japanese will 
attack him so far away from their base. In 
these days of wireless telegraphy the Japanese 
fleet would be signalled by Rozhdestvensky’s 
scouts when fully half a day’s journey away, 
and if the Japanese came on then at full 
speed after a long previous run they would 
probably arrive with their bunkers empty. It 
would not be part of Rozhdestvensky’s plan to 
accept battle; that would be suicidal rather 
than courageous. If he can compel the Japan- 
ese to léave the northern Asiatic ports as ac- 
cessible in 1905 as they were in 1904 he will 
have done his duty.

“Those treated by Nikias,’’ Nikias being 
an artist who gave statues a lifelike ap- 
pearance by treating the surface of the | 
marble with a hot gum in which color | 
wes dissolved, a kind of encaustic treat- | 
ment. This ancient stain can be easily | 
distinguished from the discoloration | 
made ‘by the acids and washes which the 
fraudulent makers of antiques employ. 

Mr. Sarantopoulos further said that the | 
later excavations have produced statues | 
very perfect so far as mutilation is con- 
cerned, they having escaped by burial 
the rough treatment accorded many an- | 
tiques by the image breakers, Christian 
and Moslem fanatics, and the robbers | 
who supplied the old Roman world with | 
statues from Greece. 

Asked what he thought of the sugges- | 
tion that this statue might have had | 
Phryne for its model, he replied: | 

““T believe it was modeled from Phryne; | 
that is my impression, though I would 
not know how to prove it positively.” | 

* But are you of the opinion that this | 
work is actually by the hand of Praxit- 
eles? ”’

As the wise man has spent his 
entire life preaching that the only truth 
lis in material things, he finds it difficult

Such a theme to be even moderately 
}effective would require the highest degree 
}of poetic feeling on the parts of the act- 
| ors, and, though Margaret Wycherly 
| brought much sincerity to bear upon her 
portrayal of the fool, it cannot be said 
that she succeeded at any time in creating 
a complete illusion. Her efforts in- this 
play were handicapped to an extent by 
the entirely uninspired playing of Caryil 
Gillin, who appeared as the Wise Man, 
but it is to be doubted if even under bet- 
ter conditions the result would have been 
much different.
